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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for the synthesis of ethers, esters or acid anhydrides is neither 
disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record: WulfF et al (US 6,818,793- 
B2 1 1-2004). Wulff teaches (Column 9, lines 25-36) a process for the synthesis of 
tribenzoyi phosphite via the reaction of ammonium benzoate and PCI3. This process 
involves stirring the solid ammonium benzoate in a solution of PCI3 in dichloroethane 
for 30 minutes followed by filtration under pressure to give a cake of (presumably) 
ammonium chloride and a filtrate containing tribenzoyi phosphite. Wulff neither 
discloses nor fairly suggests conducting the reaction by passing the solution of PCI3 
in dichloroethane through a cake of ammonium benzoate. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would not have been motivated to modify the process of Wulff in this fashion, with 
a reasonable expectation for success, because of the apparent need for extended 
intimate contact between the solid ammonium benzoate and the solution of PCI3 in 
dichloroethane. The instantly claimed process is therefore patentable over the 
teachings of Wulff, the closest prior art.
